Havana. Cuba. March 2. — With clear bracing 
weather and a fast track, the conditions for racing 
at Oriental Park this afternoon were almost ideal 
and the sport proved to be of tio* tair nature. 
Some of the finishes were of the hair-raising kind 
and brought the spectators to their feet. 

One of these took place in the race which had 
the honor jiosition. fourth on the card. In this 
contest Divan was kept far back until half the 
sprint was over and then came with a great rush 
and finally overhauled Freshet in the last stride. 
The latter seemed to have the race sewed up at 
the last eighth jK>st. but gave way readily when 
challenged. Kopje greatly disappointed her sup- 
porters in this race, failing to respond when called 
on for a final effort. Lock land bolted to the outer 
fence as the field entered tin* homestretch. Sher- 
wood. a near winner yesterday, was a starter in this 
race and was badly outpaced from flag fall to fin- 
ish. winding up in the rear. 

Safe and Sane in the Last Stride. 

Another close finish was provided in the oikmut 
when Safe ami Sane ran a race much like that of 
Divan and came along to grasp the long end of the 
purse in the final strides. Plaschke would have won 
easily had she not tired badly at the finish. Little 
Wonder, the lietting choice, was exhausted from 
chasing Plaschke and finished in the ruck. 

Jim Kay in the second and Granudo in the third 
won their races from start to finish, tin* victory of 
Grnuado being especially, easy, the sou of tin* Picket 
liuviug many lengths to spare all through the 
stretch. 

The closest windup of the day came in the fifth 
race, in it the riders of l>oth Wavering and Iioyal 
, Ten tried waiting tactics and made their effort 
through the homestretch, with the rsult that it be- 
came a duel to tl»e end. Koval Tea was the best 
but Wavering just managed to stick it out and win 
by a nose. 

DISQUALIFICATION AT TIJUANA. 



Presumption Placed Second After Winning Third 
Race Due to Rough Riding of Burlingame. 



Tijuana. Mex., March 2. — Kigtodo ran an excel- 
lent race today and accounted for the Witch Creek 
Helling Handicap. Kay Spence’s gelding ran in 
close pursuit of the leader to the stretch and, 
when called oil, jockey (\ Hunt easily outrode A. 
Alexandra on Dolina. Col. Marclunont loomed up 
dangerously in the early running, but quit badly 
when called on in the stretch. 

The rough riding tactics of jockey Burlingame 
in the third race brought about the disqualification 
of Presumption. The latter had raced dose up 
from the start, but repeatedly bumped and nearly 
brought Hazel Dale to her knees in the stretch, for 
which lie was disqualified and placed second. 
Hazel Dale was awarded first money. Privet Petal 
finished third. 

Kate Bright showed that she is a smart filly 
with an impressive victory in the two-year-old race 
today. She was away poorly, but ran around her 
opponents and won going away. Phyllis Antoinette 
hud little trouble in winning the second race. 

Presumption was claimed out of the third race 
by .1. DuIh' 1 for $1,300. Joe Bluhm joined the ranks 
of bookmakers here today. 



The remedy for the injurious multiplication of 
race courses in any community has always been in 
the hands that were slow, or even unwilling, to use 
it — those of the horse owners themselves. Without 
horses to run over them, all the efforts of pro- 
moters in building undesired and unnecessary tracks 
would come to nothing. You can’t have racing 
without race horses, but the owners were without 
union or leadership, and their slackness in protect- 
ing their property and their livelihood made the way 
easy for sharpers always ready to prey on helpless- 
ness. None of the ill-starred enterprises whose 
careers are the milestones in the path of trouble 
traveled by the turf in America, the last quarter of 
a century, could have been brought into existence 
had there been a united body of horsemen, guided 
by a policy whose first principle was self -protec- 
tion, and based oil a realization of the absolute 
necessity of the subserviency of individual interest 
to the general welfare of tin* turf. The establish- 
ment of the Thoroughbred Horse Association, now 
an international body, is evidence that thoughtful 
and far-seeing turfmen have come to the under- 
standing of the value of concerted action and the 
wisdom of practical steps to put an end to the 
things that threaten the sport and their own future, 
writes the turf expert of the Toronto Globe. 

The Most Effective Method. 

It lias been said that tiie troubles of the turf are 
all traceable to two tilings — the greed of promoters 
and the stupidity of owners. If there was justic 
in the latter reproach, there is now an earnest 
effort to remove it, and the concrete proof lies in 
the announced determination of the association to 
maintain to the utmost the policy agreed on at the 
meeting in Toronto last autumn, when it was de- 
cided to refrain from racing at any track in Ontario 
not then built and licensed. The first number of 
the Association Bulletin declares that this will be 
strictly adhered to. If the Thoroughbred Horsi 
Association follows that out, tin* question of new 
rare courses in this province will be as effectually 
settled by the horsemen themselves as it could be 
by any legislation. The Bulletin reviews the cir 
eumstances under which the course of the associa- 
tion was decided on, and continues: 

The Official Statement. 

“The incident >vas regarded as closed by the 
horsemen and track owners until there appeared in 
the province a couple of promoters with the an 
nouncemeiit that they would build another near 
Toronto. 

“Another investigation of conditions was made 
during December and January by the directors of 
t lie Thoroughbred Horse Association, and at their 
meeting on January 24, they resolved that the pledge 
of the members of this association given in the spo 
cial meeting at Toronto, September 2H. shall be 
regarded as binding not alone upon the members 
who made it. but upon all members of the asso 
elation. That pledge is: 

A Pledge to Be Kept. 

“ ‘We will not race over any track not al- 
ready built in the province of Ontario and li- 
censed by the Ontario government.’ 

“Memories of Guttcnburg, St. Asaph. Iron Hill, 
Roby, Sportsmen's Park. Kosedule. K inloch. Union 
Park, Tanforan, Garfield Park, Worth and many 
other decayed and decaying racing plants, live 
with members of the Thoroughbred Horse Associa- 
tion as warnings not to permit greedy promoters 
who have no interest in racing as a sport and no 
sentiment about or for the thoroughbred horse, who 
are solely out for the money they can get from 
‘the game,’ to kill the fun of thoi»sands of good 
citizens by calling down the wrath of the populace 
up** ■ racing as ■— Piking overdone. 

“The Canadian Racing Associations* members 
have been informed that the members of the Thor 
oughbred Horse Association will keep their pledges. 
And they will.”

“I’m sorry,” answered McGinnis, “but my em- 
ployer has bought the horses and it is natural I 
want them in my stalls.” 

“Well, there they are,” replied House, pointing 
to the stalls in which the horses were quietly rest- 
ing. McGinnis proceeded to the stalls and after 
looking over his new charges turned to House and 
asked him to loan him a couple of halters. 

‘Halters,” said House, “you didn’t buy any 
halters — you bought the horses, not the track.” 
Well,” ventured McGinnis, “I brought a couple 
of ropes with me and I guess I can manage, but I 
see you use leather bits on them; you surely will 
loan me the hits?” 

Not a bit,” was the answer.

‘Oh, very well then, I guess I shall have to do 
without the bits,” was McGinnis’ untiniutum aud 
seeing an old chair outside the stall door proceeded 
to sit down for a few' moments.

Trainer Charles Casey, who trains the horses 
owned by Grant Hugh Browne, has wired manager 
Sam Davis of Essex Park asking for stable room 
for fifteen horses at that course. It seems that 
from now on the overflow of horses will have to 

akc quarters there, as the Oaklawu Park track is 
filled to the limit. 

Every train today brought an unusually large 
number of visitors and, although the crowd in the 
city is now the largest In its history, accommoda- 
tions are being found for all of them. Most of the 
Chicago delegation, which included several promi- 
nent politicians, arrived today. There were also 
some afternoon arrivals from New York aud the 
east.

PROMINENT ENGLISH BREEDER DIES. 



The death has occurred in France of Lieut -Col. 
Fife, who succumbed to an attack of double pneu- 
monia. Latterly he had 1k*cii acting us an in- 
structor in the Machine Gun Corps at the base 
depot, and earlier had done really good work in 
connection with army remounts. Colonel Fife was 
the owner of the Langtou Hall Stud, Northaller- 
ton, England, which came to him on the death of 
his father. Major Fife C<»oksoii, a few years ago. 
He was one of the foremost breeders of thorough - 
breds in England, and recently acquired Golden 
Sun from J. B. Joel for his stud, where also Trout- 
beck is located. Year after year saw the valuable 
consignment of yearlings sent to the Doncaster 
sales, and tlies** were invariably so well grown that 
they commanded good prices. Thus in 1913 tin? 
Langton Hall yearlings realized $45,975 for eleven. 
Of these J. Sanford, the American sportsman, owner 
<*f Nassovian. gave $23,920 for a filly by William 
the Thin! Lady Melton. Colonel Fife was only 
thirty-seven years old. aud was married in 1S95. 
lie leaves a widow and two boys, uue only a few 
weeks old.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

President Wilson, in a note to Gen. Carranza at 
Mexico City will test his attitude on the German 
plot, as made known by Zimmermann’s proposal, to 
enter this country in a war against Mexico and 
Japan. 

It was indicated that the material was procured 
by United States Secret Service men, concerning 
the German plot, and not, as some critics infer- 
red. from entente sources. There was a report, in 
fact, that the Secret Service procured it during the 
examination of Von Bernstorff’s party at Halifax. 

The dispatch of Wednesday night from Washing- 
ton indicated that the Zimmerman letter had been in 
the hands of the government for several weeks — 
even before the dismissal of Bernstorff, and sena- 
tors like W. J. Stone of Missouri upbraided the 
president for withholding it. 

Unofficial information was that Secretary Lansing 
has much more information as to German machina- 
tions. involving Bernstorff in the war plot. 

The statement of Secretary Lansing Thursday 
night that the evidence was procured by the United 
States “during tin' present week” served to re- 
move a misunderstanding that w r as the basis of 
numerous comments in Congress. 

Two more Americans have lost their lives as a re- 
sult of the German submarine ruthlessness. They 
were William Jackson of New’ York and David 
Walker of Baltimore, seamen on the British sail- 
ing-ship Gnlgorm Castle, sunk without warning by 
a German U-Boat Tuesday. 

Cuban rebels, hoping to induce the United States 
into intervening in behalf of the restoration of 
order in the little republic, have destroyed almost 
the entire sugar cane crop. The destroyed crop 
already is estimated as amounting to $100,000,000, 
the entire valuation being $300,000,000. 

The lower house of Utah passed a bill Thursday 
making the sale of cigarettes in the state of Utah 
prohibitory. Rolled cigarettes or tobacco for the 
making of them cannot be sold. 

China lias been invited to join the entente. A 
serious cabinet situation impends in the far eastern 
republic.
